Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the Examiner indicated that the clause "the storage media that has a 
thickness of about 0.8 mm to about 2.5 mm" could be construed to be part of the "when-then" limitation associated with 
the energy field. The Examiner noted that both the Examiner and applicants had interpretted the limitations as being 
separate, i.e. that the storage media was required to have a thickness of about 0.8 mm to about 2.5 mm and that the 
energy field was required to be indicent upon the data layer before being incident upon the substrate. While the 
Examier considered an Examiner's Amendment to better prepare the case for appeal, the Examiner deemed that 
clarifying how the limitation was interpretted by both the Examiner and applicants should suffice for the purpose of the 
determination of the substance of the Appeal. Applicants agreed. 
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
